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Relief Is In Sight. 


Tliere is evidence thai Ihe conference recently held in Wash- 


ington to consider the New England coal situation is lo bear 
fruit. 
It has resulted in an order being issued to the railroads 


by the Interstate Commerce Commission requiring prompl 
action in shipping to tide-water points coal destined for New' 
England and other parts of the country. The order is based 
on a recognition of the fact that an emergency exists, and re- 
quires the railroads in the eastern zone territories to give 
preference and priority to coal uit;|il further orders. 


The pinch al the present lime isdli connection with the 
sup- 


ply of bituminous coal, used in manufacturing. 
Manyjndus- 


fries have already been curtailed by the lack of coal, and it is 
realized that conditions will steadily become worse if relief is 
not promptly afforded. 
It is said the order may mean an em- 


bargo on coal, and it will he all (he belter if il docs. The 
people have a right lo complain of the exportation of coa! 
while nome demands are not being properly supplied. 


The order of the commission takes ell'ecl June 2'l and will 


remain in force until countermanded. 
This means dial bi- 


luminsou coal will soon be coming this way in quantity, greal- 
ly to Ihe relief of industries that are hampered by a lack of 
fuel. The situation has been growing worse for many weeks 
and it was high lime for the action thai lias been taken as a 
result of the conference, a! which [his and (he oilier New 
Eng- 


land slalcs were represented. 


This paper has cbmmenlcd upon the seeming inconsistency 


in permitting the exportation of coal while flic home demand 
was-not being properly supplied, and it is gratifying to know 
lhal the aulliorilies arc waking up to (he seriousness of the 
situation. 


The (rouble has been caused by a shortage of cars and by 


labor troubles interfering with transportation. But from now 
on the railroads will have to do their utmost to supply Ihc 
cars needed, and with the embargoes placed on other classes 
of freight, coal should, and inusl, begin lo move to the points 
in New England and elsewhere where it is sorely needed. 
There is already some curtailment in manufacturing, due to 
other causes, and it will not do lo permit mills to be shut down 
because of a lack of fuel if a remedy is possible; and il looks 
now as if a remedy is no! only possible, but lhal il has been 
found and is to be applied. 


This is good news for the people of New England, where 


manufacturing holds Ihe leading place in industry. When for 
any reason the mills and shops curtail (heir operations or cease 
lo operate, (he lens of thousands of employes who earn (heir 
living in Ihem al once begin (o experience hard times, and their 
experience is shared by (he merchants and all classes of busi- 
ness 
men. 


The question of gelling an adequate supply of coal into this 


part of the country has been stirred up none too soon.
